OLLOWING the crucifixion of Jesus two of 

His followers talked sorrowfully about the 

event as they walked from Jerusalem to- 
ward the village of Emmaus seven miles away. A 
stranger overtook them, joined them in conver- 
sation, and stayed to break bread with them when 
they reached the village. With the breaking and 
blessing of the bread their eyes were opened and 
they realized that the companion of their journey 
and their meal was Jesus Christ Himself. 

Many stories have been written about Jesus 
Christ's appearance among men. There is the story 
of the Fourth Wise Man who started with the 
other three to take gifts and pay homage to the 
Christ child. But on the way so many persons 
needed his help and ministrations that before he 
arrived, weary and empty-handed, at his destina- 
tion Jesus had grown up and been crucified. How- 
ever he was rewarded for all he had done. Christ 
appeared and told him that each time he had 
stopped to minister he had ministered unto Him. 

There is the story of Saint Christopher who at a 
river he was about to cross discovered a little 
crippled man who wished to be assisted over. Saint 
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Christopher lifted him to his back, and when he 
set him down on the opposite shore he discovered 
that it was Christ to whom he had given his kind- 
ness. 

Then there is the story of the innkeeper who 
spent a frenzied day preparing his inn and a spe- 
cial room for the Master, the Great One, who was 
to arrive in the village sometime during the day. 
When his efforts were over and he was sitting late 
in the night wondering why the Master had not 
come, he dozed in his tiredness, and a vision came. 
He saw again a little girl who had come to his 
door that morning to sell some flowers. He had 
sent her on her way, for he was busy preparing for 
the Master. He saw the strong young man who had 
come and asked for work to do, but he had been 
impatient and sent him away. He was preparing 
for the Master. He saw again the tired, feeble old 
man who had knocked and asked for water, and 
he heard himself tell him to go to the well. He 
had not had time to fetch him water; he was get- 
ting ready for the Master. Then Christ appeared 
and told him that He was the child, the young 
man, and the old man. He was all those who had 
come to his door throughout the day. 

Such stories emphasize the truth that we may 
find Christ anywhere upon the road of life. We 
walk with Christ, we talk with Christ, we serve 
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Christ when we walk with and talk with and serve 
our fellow men, for Christ inhabits every living 
soul. He is not a man but a spirit in man. He is the 
spirit of love, the spirit of wisdom, of courage, 
and of power. He is the spirit of life itself. We 
find Him in the solitude of our own soul; we find 
Him in the midst of the multitudes. He is in the 
church and in the market place, in the home and 
in the schoolroom. He is in high places and in 
low. He is in all the places where the children of 
men may be. We may find Him on Sunday, but 
He is present quite as much on Monday and Tues- 
day and the other days. He is the child, the youth, 
the adult of humanity; He is humanity itself. 

We all discover in part the Christ in mankind, 
but it takes a burning belief in Him to recognize 
Him in a person who seems to have little in him 
to remind us of Him. ‘Was not our heart burning 
within us, while he spake to us in the way?” said 
one of the followers to the other as they marveled 
at the fact that Christ had walked with them from 
Jerusalem to Emmaus in the guise of a stranger. 

Christ in mankind seldom introduces Himself, 
but Christ in mankind is responsive to recognition. 
We recognize the Christ in man when we see be- 
yond the ‘‘stranger” to the inner, real man. Man's 
hopes, his aspirations, his deeper feelings and his 
dreams lie hidden and unrevealed except to those

who have developed the art of releasing them, 
which is the art of seeing the Christ. To develop 
the art of seeing, hearing, and calling out these 
hidden treasures of soul and character is worth a 
lifetime’s effort. 

Poets and artists seem especially gifted at see- 
ing beauty and greatness that those less sensitive 
overlook; they look beyond surface appearances 
and bring into relief the hidden spirit and beauty 
that exist everywhere, in everyone. 

It is told of Michelangelo that as he was pass- 
ing through a poverty-stricken part of Italy he 
passed a woman who sat with two children upon 
the stoop of her house. All the evidences of pov- 
erty were there—the poor little house, the dirty 
street, the unkempt surroundings—but the only 
thing he saw was the woman. He passed her and 
returned to look again. His impression has been 
immortalized as ‘“The Madonna.” 

The artist Millet passed two peasants in the 
field. Casual observers would have seen nothing in 
them worthy of special notice, but Millet saw 
beauty in their plainness and their labor, and “The 
Gleaners” has become a heritage of our time. 

The artists of the brush have done much for 
us, but there are men in every walk of life who 
are artists at discovering and calling forth the 
good, the true, and the beautiful. With a glance, 
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a word, an act, a prayer they call forth from their 
fellow human beings something of the wonder 
that is hidden there. They make persons about 
them feel aware of the things they can do rather 
than the things they cannot. They see beyond the 
sins of their brother to his desire to do better. 
They see beyond the indifference and fears of 
others to the real self that is greater than such 
limitations. They see beyond half-expressed ideas 
to the whole ones that lack only strength of ma- 
turity and expression. 

Such an artist in helping others is Father Flana- 
gan, who looked into the hearts of delinquent 
boys and said, “There is no such thing as a bad 
boy.”” Out of that conviction Boy’s Town has 
grown and offers living proof of his faith in the 
innate goodness of man. 

Faith in mankind was exhibited by Dr. Philippe 
Pinel, who was an early advocate of humane treat- 
ment for the insane. Shortly after the French Rev- 
olution he looked into the tortured minds of the 
insane and saw a spirit of wholeness and sound- 
ness of mind that could be called forth. The ever- 
increasing number of restored mental cases since 
his time are a justification of his faith. 

All of us are artists in our own way who be- 
lieve that Christ dwells in the heart of every 
man, woman, and child, and who in harmony with 
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our belief treat everyone with the love and the 
dignity that Christ merits. 

When conviction comes that Christ lives in the 
heart of mankind, that His Spirit flows deep and 
strong in our family, in our neighbors and busi- 
ness associates, life takes on a harmonious hue that 
is absent without it. One woman said that in spite 
of the fact that she is older, that employment is 
supposed to be harder to obtain for one of her 
years, that she is alone, life is more wonderful 
than ever. She sees the whole world filled with the 
spirit of Christ and herself filled with a spirit that 
is equal to its experiences. 

No bitterness dwells in the person who recog- 
nizes Christ in his fellow men. No fear possesses 
him concerning his own or the world’s destiny. 
Christ lives, and great peace have they that walk 
with Him and talk with Him and let their heart 
burn with the joy of beholding Him in the men 
and women, the youth and the children that they 
walk and talk and live with day by day.
